Examined ag to the nomber, 
length and width of the cells 
in Gendarmerie Headquarters, 
Kurasawa admitted that the 
ventilation was not secl, that 
prisoners were always hungry 
and that the Cloot, Which was /of 
concrete, Was sometimes wet, 
Witness declared, heavever, that 
cach person was supplied with 
a blanket and that when they 
Were feelings hungry, he did his 
best to supply them wilh an ex- 
tra meal from ries arranged byt 
the General Affairs Department.’ 
He never gave expliunttions to 
witnesses for the prosecution on 
each ¢ sion that he did an act! 
of kindness, but he thought that 
“they were never yrratedid.” 

Witness also saidt “1 think 
because they were detained 
there and their freedom: was v.- 
stricted, they are now trying to 
seek revenge, 

Asketl whether or not he had 
cver heard of cases of ill-treat- 
ment of prisoners by gendarmes, 
witness stated that he had heard 
of such cases, and remarked: "“l 
am eorryoand am ashamed that 
eaves of ill-treatment avere pen- 
eral” He said it was quite 
j ssible ‘that Sakamoto might 
never have heard of eases of 
ill-treatment.
